XXIV. WHATEVER TYPE OF HOUSING SUPPORT THE DEPARTMENT OE STATE 
PROVIDES, IT SHOULD BE AS UNIFORM (UNDERSCORE) AS POSSIBLE 
THROUGH-OUT THE WORLD. THE PRESENT SYSTEM OF BOTH FURNISHED 
AND UNFURNISHED POSTS RESULTS IN SERIOUS FINANCIAL HARDSHIP 
FOR PERSONNEL TRANSFERRED FROM FURNISHED TO UNFURNISHED POSTS. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THESE INDIVIDUALS ARE OFTEN FORCED TO PURCHASE FURNITURE AND 
APPLIANCES (AND OCCASIONALLY EVEN LIGHT FIXTURES AND OTHER 
MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS) UPON ARRIVAL AT AN UNFURNISHED POST, ONLY 
TO HAVE TO SELL THEM AT A LOSS UPON TRANSFER. EVEN IF THE 
TRANSFER IS FROM ONE UNFURNISHED POST TO ANOTHER, APPLIANCES 
BOUGHT AT ONE POST OFTEN CANNOT BE SERVICES AT ANOTHER AND 
HENCE MUST BE SOLD. EVEN THOUGH AN EMPLOYEE MAY OUN EURNITURE 
AND APPLIANCES IN A HOUSE OR IN STORAGE IN THE US, THEY MAY 
NOT BE SUITABLE FOR USE IN A EUROPEAN OR ASIAN COUNTRY. 

AMERICAN APPLIANCES ARE OFTEN DIFFICULT TO MAINTAIN ABROAD, 

AND AMERICAN STYLE FURNITURE IS OFTEN TOO MASSIVE FOR SMALL 
FOREIGN APARTMENTS. ALL THIS CREATES A HARDSHIP ON 
PERSONNEL WHO ARE UNFORTUNATE ENOUGH TO BE TRANSEERRED BACK 
AND FORTH FROM FURNISHED TO UNFURNISHED POSTS. 

WE BELIEVE THAT ON BALANCE, USG LEASED AND FURNISHED 
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HOUSING PROVIDES THE MOST ECONOMIC AND EQUITABLE SOLUTION 
TO THE QUESTION OF HOW TO PROVIDE HOUSING WORLDWIDE. AT A 
MINIMUM, THE USG SHOULD PROVIDE APPLIANCES AND FIXTURES FOR 
"UNFURNISHED" HOUSING SINCE MOST SUCH HOUSING IN THE US 
INCLUDES APPLIANCES AND FIXTURES AND ONLY A LIMITED NUMBER OF 
F.S. EMPLOYEES OWN THEM. IN ADDITION, THE USG SHOULD LEASE 
ALL HOUSING, EVEN IT IT IS PROVIDED TO EMPLOYEES "UNFURNISHED". 
BY UTILIZING LONG TERM LEASING, THE USG CAN PROTECT ITSELF 
AGAINST RAPIDLY INCREASING RENTS, AND CAN RETAIN GOOD HOUSING 
UNITS DURING GAPS BETWEEN PERSONNEL AT THE TIME OF TRANSFER. 
WHEN HOUSING IS PRIVATELY LEASED, GOOD RESIDENCES ARE OFTEN 
LOST WHEN THERE IS A GAP BETWEEN PREDECESSOR AND SUCCESSOR 
UNLESS THE SUCCESSOR WANTS TO PAY THE RENT FOR THE INTERIM 
PERIOD FROM HIS OWN POCKET. 

MAINTENANCE OF HOUSING IS OFTEN A TIME CONSUMING EFFORT 
ON THE PART OF THE EMBASSY. IN COUNTRIES SUCH AS KUWAIT, HOW- 
EVER, IT IS AN OPERATIONAL AND MORALE NECESSITY. LOCAL REPAIR- 
MEN ARE GENERALLY INCOMPETENT AND DIFFICULT TO LOCATE AND 
SUMMON. LOCAL LANDLORDS RARELY RESPOND TO OFFICIAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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EMBASSY REQUESTS FOR MAINTENANCE, AND TOTALLY IGNORE INDIVID- 
UAL TENANTS, WHOEVER THEY MAY BE. IN SHORT, WITHOUT EMBASSY 
PROVIDED MAINTENANCE IN KUWAIT, MANY OF OUR STAFF WOULD 
LIVE FOR LONG PERIODS WITH CLOGGED TOILETS, BROKEN REFRIGE- 
RATORS AND INOPERATIVE AIR CONDITIONING. IN OTHER, MORE 
ADVANCED CITIES, A MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR ALLOWANCE MIGHT BE 
A PREFERABLE ALTERNATIVE TO EMBASSY PROVIDED MAINTENANCE 
SERVICES. 

XXV. KUWAITI LAWS FAVOR THE TENANT, ALTHOUGH ONE OFTEN HAS TO 
GO TO COURT TO GET THEM ENFORCED. IN THE PAST TWO YEARS, 

RENTS HAVE INCREASED DRAMATICALLY IN KUWAIT. THE EMBASSY HAS 
BEEN PROTECTED SO FAR FROM RISING HOUSING PRICES BY ITS 
RELATIVELY LONG TERM LEASES (5 - 9 YEARS). HOWEVER, SINCE 
ALL HOUSING HERE IS USG LEASED, NONE OF THESE FACTORS IMPACT 
DIRECTLY ON INDIVIDUAL U.S. EMPLOYEES.

XXVI. IDEALLY, THE USG MIGHT BE BETTER OFF BY BUYING SOME 
RESIDENTIAL HOUSING IN KUWAIT. UNFORTUNATELY LOCAL LAW 
PROHIBITS NON-KUWAITIS (INCLUDING FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS) FROM 
PURCHASING REAL ESTATE. WE HAVE CONSIDERED AND ARE CON- 
TINUING TO CONSIDER PROPOSALS TO CONSTRUCT SOME ADDITIONAL 
HOUSING ON THE EMBASSY COMPOUND, WHICH WE HOLD ON A 35 YEAR 
LEASE. TO DO SO WOULD RESULT IN A SAVINGS OF RENT EXPENSES 
(AN APARTMENT BUILDING COULD BE AMORTIZED IN ABOUT 12-13 
YEARS.) HOWEVER, THE CONSTRUCTION OF AN APARTMENT BUILDING 
WOULD RESULT IN A MUCH LARGER NUMBER OF PEOPLE LIVING ON 
THIS SMALL COMPOUND. THESE PERSONNEL WOULD REQUIRE 
RECREATIONAL FACILITIES WHICH THE EMBASSY DOES NOT NOW HAVE, 

SUCH AS TENNIS COURTS, CHILDRENS PLAYROOMS AND PLAYGROUNDS, 

ETC.
